Dozens of other." are miss- 
ng and many of the bodies have been 
recovered. 


Many In Mills 


At the time of the explosion there 


were one hundred and fifty men em- 
ployed In the mills. 
The seething 


icld from the vats covered many of 
Ihom killing them 
Instantly. 
The 


bodies thus far recovered are horribly 
mangled. 
The police and 
firemen 


worked all night In the mills and tho 


ne this morning Is a most distress' 


Ing one. 


Remain On Scene 


Many women and children 
nro re- 


malnlng on the scone for hours at a 
time calling for their lost ones. It Is 
now thought that many more than 
were first reported aro dead. 


Blown Into River 


It Is believed that a largo number 


of tin- unfortunates were blown Into 
the Christiana river. 
The cause of 


the explosion Is as yet unknown. Five 
buildings wero wrecked and the en 
tire loss Is estimated at $10.000.

oloo oil and pure cotton seed oil, when 
It Is subjected to a high degree of 
boat, becomes brown, acd gives tin 
oloo In which it Is used a shade of 
yellow. 


WOMEN CAN NOW 


LAWYER ESCAPES 


AWKWARD POSITION 


Judge Lacomba Decides That Power's 


Attorney Is Not Guilty of 


Contempt. 


New York, Aug. 21.—(Special.)— 


George Alfred Lamb, lawyer for Pet- 
er Power, scored n trick today In the 
game of legal tactics 
. which he ami 


\V. D. Guthrle, counsel for the North- 
ern Paclllc are playing, by "winning 
out" on the motion to suspend or oth- 
erwise admonish him for unprofesslon 
al conduct In the Power case. 


Court Order 


Judge Lacombe. wlio signed the or- 


der committing Power to the Ludlow 
street Jail, asked whether Ijuuli had 
been admitted to practice In the Unit- 
ed States Circuit court here. 
The 


court then declared that there was no 
Jurisdiction over him. 
Lawyer Cady 


remarked that Lamb was the attorney 
of record In the Power 'suit in tho 
United States 
court in 
.Minnesota. 


Judge Lacombe then said: 


"I am aware that Mr. Lamb has not 


appeared In any way in tills court ex- 
cept on the motion for Powers appoint 
mi-lit, and therefore ho has 
been 


guilty of no contempt to tills court. 
Everything that has transpired hero 
has been under the authority and the 
jurisdiction of the Minnesota courts, 
and they must determine what pro- 
ceedings should be taken. 
As far 


as tills court is concerned, the matter 
has terminated." 


Release Power

his 


friends on his escape from an unpleas- 
ant situation. 
Judge Lacombe sign- 


ed an order permitting the temporary 
release of Power from jail so that he 
may lie examined tomorrow. 


WIs., Aug. 21.— If univer 


sal sutirago Is ever extended to the 
women of Wisconsin, Attorney Goner 
al llicks can have any olllce that he 
want*, and the members ot tho last 
legislature who voted for tiie passage 
of bill No. 14i> S., Introduced by Sen- 
ator .Mills of Superior, will have the 
assistance of tile women when they 
are looking for office again, whether 
tney favor primary elections and re- 
lui-iii In taxation or not, and Irrespec- 
tive as to whom they favor for the 
United States senator. 


The attorney general decides, that 


women have the right to vote tnls 
fall for state superintendent of pub- 
lic Instruction, and for^ county super- 
intendents. being given this right by 
the bin cited above, 
was enacted 


Into law, amendatpry of tlio prior in- 
definite law on tho same subject. The 
legislature In 1885 passed a law giving 
women the right to vote at elections 
pertaining to school matters, and the 
people approved the law at tho gener- 
al election In 1SS«. 
This law. how- 


ever, failed to make provision lor the 
manner In which the ladles should cast 
their ballots, anil the supreme court 
held 'this to be a fatal defect. 
The 


last legislature supplied tile omission, 
and a move has been quietly on loot to 
bring out the vote of the women tor 
state superintendent this fall. 
In or- 


der to he prepared Seoertary ot State 
Froelleh. who Is in charge of tho cler- 
ical work of tho election, called on 
Attorney General lilies for an opinion 
as to the right of women to vote. 
The attorney general responds as fol- 
lows: 


The Opinion 


"Chapter 285, laws of 1'JOl. passed 


as an amendment to section 428A, R. 
S. 1SUS. provides among other tilings 
tnat: 
" 'Separate ballot boxes 
shall be 


furnished at every election precinct 
In this siato and every primary, gen- 
eral, municipal or special election for 
the use of women desiring to vote on 
said school matters, and separate bal- 
lots shall also be provided for the use 
of said women.' 
"Prior to tne passage of the amend- 


ment of 1U01 our supreme court had 
considered section -J28A. R. S., which 
gives to women tne right to vote at 
any election pertaining to school mat- 
ters, in Brown vs. Phillips. 71 WIs. 
2:l!». and Gllkey vs. McKlnley, 75 WIs. 
513. 
In tile first case the constitu- 


tionality of tills statute, section 42SA, 
was upheld; in the last case thu ques- 
tion ot whether the right given to wo- 
men to vote at elections pertaining 
to scnool matters Included tne right 
to vote for any scaool olllcer chosen 
at a general election was discussed 
but not determined. 
i.owever, the 


court held that no means having been 
provided by law by which women 
could vote, for school olllcers only, at 
elections where other oflicers wore to 
lie chosen, their right to vote. If it ex- 
isted under section 42SA, could not be 
exorcised without furt..er legislation. 
The amendment of 1'JOI was clearly 
intended by the legislature to supply 
the deficiency In me statute noted In 
tne case above referred to, and in 
my opinion Mies supply the deficien- 
cy" and provides a proper method by 
which women may exercise tno right 
to vote on school matters at any elec- 
tion. 
For tjie reason stated I am 


of the opinion that women have the 
right to vote for stato and county su- 
perintendent of schools at the next gen 
oral election, and tnat under chapter 
2S5, laws of 1B01. separate Imlot boxes 
should 1)0 furnished at every election 
precinct for tne use of women desir- 
ing to vote on school matters, and 
that 
separate ballots should 
also 


oe provided for the use of said wo- 
men."

The Division 


of Hydrography has for a number of 
years been collecting Information re 
guiding tho volume of How of the 
country's streams, as a basis for mu 
nlclpal supply, water-power,

tlon, and other uses, but teats

been made, except by a few

Pay Day for the Men. 


It was pay day for the section men

ten men at work on Die outskirts of 
the town, saw

around all morning. At 3 o'clock the 
pay car appeared nr.d the ten men 
were given 
their 
monthly 
salary, 


several hundred dollars In all.' 


The Whiting police think the rob- 


bers' plan may have been to loot the 
pay car of Its thousands of dollars, 
but that the sight of t!ie armed guard 
induced a change of mind. 


Order Hr.nds Up. 


Scarcely was the pay car out of 


sight when the four robbers emerged 
from the woods and advanced on the 
section gang. They wen- not noticed 
until the leader ordered: "Hands up. 
you fellows! Get In line there, <,uick. 
and give us the coin." 


The workmen were unarmed, and 


the sight of the robbers' revolvers 
persuaded them that surrender wan 
the best policy,

Fells Robber With Pick. 


Raymond was the (list to lose his 


., watch and money. After him five of 


his workmen wore searched, and their 
money, watches, and 
knives 
taken. 


Charles Mynes was the seventh man 
In line. When the robber, who Is now 
in the hospital, confronted him, Myncs 
caught up a pick handle lying at his 
feet and struck tho highwayman a 
blow on the head that rendered him 
unconscious. The show of resistance 
roused the other workmen and. sein- 
ing pick and shovel, they charged the 
robbers. Mynes and Raymond in the 
lead. The surprised highwaymen flred 
several shots, then turned and lied 
down the railway, with a halt dozen 
workmen In pursuit.

Policemen Cullen and 
Luwler

Whiting and Harlbeek of Hammond 
at once secured a switch engine and 
started In pursuit of the three who 
had escaped. Two miles out of town 
they saw the men, who promptly left 
the railway and struck through the 
woods toward the lake.
